And here is one angle about 
Ditch Day that we can’t understand. 

Why do some students apparently dislike to enter into the 
spirit of such a day? 

Last year less than one third of our student body was re- 
presented at the beach, the appointed spot. At last Monday’s ex- 
ecutive board meeting it was-pointed out that nearly one half of 
the students stayed around school, filled the library and labora- 
tories, working. 

Can you beat it? Shows the inconsistencies of human be- 
ings. Work and fight all year to keep students in school and 
then give them a day off and half of them can’t keep away from 
their educational pursuits. A short, free period to blow off 
steam, gain a new perspective, or rest tired eyes and minds, is 
just as important. 

Why can’t they throw off the cloak—that studious air— 
and be kids again?

It was suggested to the board that a teachers visiting day 
be called at the same time, in order that the school might be 
closed, and that suggestion was given favorable thought. It

Where did the first bank originate? 
It was built by the Knights Templar 
during the time of the Crusades to 
Jerusalem. At first the ordef built 
caravansaries for the pilgrims and 
fighters, where it furnished doctors 
and nurses to care for the wounded. 

But this was not all these men did. 
As the crusaders often had lands and 
other property, they frequently ex- 
changed these for jewels and money 
which they carried with them on the 
journey. More often than not they 
were robbed along the way and per- 
haps killed for their jewels. 

So the Kngihts Templar establish- 
ed suitable places for crusaders to 
leave their valuables. The first bank, 
for such it was called, was built in 
London at that time. This bank is 
now a beautiful law school and one 
of the most famous buildings in Lon- 
don. 

What is more ,there is almost no 
instance in the history of these banks 
operated under the Templars, in 
which th eslightest dishonesty has 
been shown. 


The Knights Templar, “a _ cele- 
brated religious military order”, 
were organized in Jerusalem in A. D. 
1118 for religious and humanitarian 
purposes. They received their name 
from the fact that for a while they 
were quartered in Baldwin II’s palace 
in Jerusalem, known as Solomon’s 
Temple. 

After the period of the crusaders, 
when Palestine had been conquered 
by the Saracens, the Templars dis- 
persed throughout Europe. Every- 
where they were given money and 
lands, until they became immensely 
powerful and wealthy, and by 1312 
they had developed political enemies. 
This was the cause of the suppression 
of the great order of the Knights 
Templar by the Vienna Council. 


Today only their temple remains.
